With ample facilities, general stores, first aide 
tents, interactive art installments, and a huge permanent fountain, it's obvi- 
ous that this farm only serves one purpose these days.Another thing you'll 
find at Bonnaroo that you rarely see at a concert venue is reasonably 
priced, delicious food. The cuisine spans the gamut, and everyone is sure 
to find something to their taste. It also must be mentioned that Bonnaroo 
has to be one of the most eco-friendly festivals constantly informing peo- 
ple about new materials that will lessen our footprint on the Earth, as well 
as manned recycling stations about every fifty feet. 

As far as the music at Bonnaroo...where to begin? Bonnaroo has 
always provided some rock, some soul, some bluegrass, some funk, but one 
of the main attractions has consistently been jam bands, experimental 
music, and music from around the world. This year was no exception with 
music ranging from the Yeah Yeah Yeahs and Mars Volta, to Bruce 
Springsteen and Phish.

spending half the day in a car line to get onto the camp- 
ground. This is something you have to expect, but it can 
be pretty trying on inexperienced festival-goers. I set up 
camp and had time to catch some live music before 
resting up for the weekend. The forecast was all rain 
which can make for a muddy weekend of camping, but 
the festival gods were looking out for Bonnaroo, and 
almost all of the rain had come and gone by the morn- 
ing. Friday was an opportunity to roam the grounds and 
get familiar with the layout of the stages. It was great 
seeing a few acts that I've never heard of, like Tift 
Merritt and Gomez, and then catching a few acts that I 
never thought I'd see live. Of course, I stopped off to 
see Toumani Diabate, a musician from Africa that banjo 
player Bela Fleck had invited to collaborate with him. 
Friday ended with the Beastie Boys on the gigantic main 
stage and then Phish, who was in the middle of their 
first summer tour in five years. 

Saturday began with bluegrass. I made my way to 
"The Other Tent" to see what was happening, and was 
introduced to a great family band from Tennessee called 
Cherryholmes. From there I cooled off in the comedy 
tent and enjoyed the comedy styling of The Daily Show 
correspondents before heading back to my original 
location to catch the likes ofThe Del McCoury Band; 
who brought out guests Jon Fishman, the drummer of 
Phish, and David Grismon, long time musical partner of 
Jerry Garcia. Later in the evening, Bruce Springsteen 
performed, and was far more entertaining than I ever 
expected. The night ended with Moe. in "This Tent" tak- 
ing the stage at one in the morning. By four, I knew I had 
to head back to my tent to re-energize for Sunday, but 
Moe. kept going until the sun came up.

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What are you currently into 
artistic wise? 

Now, I am painting and drawing a lot, 
I can call myself an art slut. I like 
working with all forms of art. My 
graduation project was a stop motion 
film. I fell in love with that, making all 
the props and figures. I have danced 
with colors while a band is playing. 
Making the music paint me. In 
October, when the banks went bank- 
rupt I did a performance called 
Berskjalda-eth-ur Islendingur (vulner- 
able Icelander). I painted my body 
with a leaking Icelandic flag and a 
mask with a long nose like Pinocchio. 
At that time we did not now who to 
blame or what exactly happened. The 
most recent performance I did was in 
a show called Orbis Tense, I played a 
goddess called Inanna. 

You told me about a nude 
series of photographs you did 
early in your art career. Was 
that the beginning of using 
your body as a form of artistic 
expression? 

No, not many people know that I was 
in an acting class in 1997 in 
Borgarholtsskoli. I made a play about 
a woman that was in a tribe, she slept 
with a man before marriage and was 
killed for that.The costume was paint 
and a mask. I did the (aforemen- 
tioned) photo shoot/performance 
after that in 2005 with a photogra- 
pher. I was spending a lot of time 
thinking about normal things that are 
normal but still are things that people 
are shy about, afraid of and is not 
appropriate for some reason. So I was 
naked for one day, did my normal 
things like going to school on a bus, to 
a videostore and coffeehouse and 
caused quite a stir but most people 
like I said before missed the point.

Khan is a Korean born tattoo artist who now works out of his own shop, 
Kids Love Ink, in Japan. When we saw his portfolio, using a style which he 
calls neo fantasy, we were quite impressed. We 
were recently lucky enough to ask Khan a few ques- 
tions about his work, life, and tattooing in Japan. The 
language barrier was just a little rough, but we believe 
his work speaks for itself. 



First off, how old are you? 

I am 36.

How long have you been tattooing? 

This summer, it will be eight years. | 






How did you get started in the tattoo industry? Did you do an 
apprenticeship? 

Actually, I wanted to be an architect like Antonio Gaudi.. .still it's one of my 
dreams. But one day I saw the real Japanese tattoo of Yakuza. It was absolutely 
the most amazing art I ever seen. So I determined to go the way of a tattoo 
artist, I just wanted to be a tattoo artist. I started to teach myself tattoos in 
Tokyo. I practiced my first tattoo on my whole body. . .even on right arm, chest,

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and belly! And I started tattooing at first [in myjown 
small studio in Tokyo. My teacher was my body! 

How did you end up in Japan? 

I was a traditional tattoo artist of Japan for long time. 
And, I was the first Korean traditional Japanese tattooist 
in Japan. I mean, some of Korean people visited in Japan 
for learning Japanese traditional tattoo. But they could 
not work and could not make their own shop in Japan. 
First time, my tattoo life was very hard in Tokyo. No cus- 
tomers, my shop was very quiet [laughs] because I was 
a foreign Japanese traditional tattooist. But, it got better 
and better... I am really lucky guy, I think! 

Tell us a little about Kids Love Ink. 

It was a combination of ideas from me and some of my 
English tattoo artist friends: Charlie, Marcus...

How would you describe your style? 

That is a very difficult question. I have my own style, there are so many people in 
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the world. We might have similar styles but not the same. 
Actually, I call my style neo fantasy. I like Asian style, Asian old 
fantasy, but they are not enough for me. So I mix Asian fanta- 
sy and realistic stuff. So, that is called neo fantasy tattoo! I 
made this name a long time ago.This is still my favorite style. 

Do you see any differences between tattooing in 
the U.S. and tattooing in Japan? 

First, tattooing is legal in the U.S. but it's still between legal 
and illegal in Japan.We envy your license system. And portrait 
or realistic tattoo is most popular in U.S. but, still most of 
Japanese customers want to get Japanese style tattoos. 
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What's your favorite thing about being a 
tattoo artist? 

Customers smiling; if my customer is happy, then I am 
happy too. Making new friends in the world and trav- 
eling. 

What do you like to do outside of the 
world of tattooing? 

I like watching movies and listening to good music. 

Any future plans or final words? 

There are so many good tattoo artists in the world 
that have good skills. But I wanna be a respected tat- 
too artist. And I do tattoos in Japan and some other 
countries in the world, but I am very proud that I am 
a Korean.

It wasn't necessarily overnight success, but 
it definitely seemed like it. When the 
Gallows recently returned from SXSW, 
they found waiting for them, a contract with 
Warner Brothers. A huge step from the indie 
labels they had worked with, and an even big- 
ger opportunity to reach the huge number of 
fans they have today. The best part about this 
English punk band, aside from their music of 
course, is their very own personal tattoo 
artist. Frank Carter, lead vocalist and accred- 
ited tattoo artist has the inside opinion on the 
art form. Luckily, we had a chance to ask him 
about life, music, art, and more. 

So while it seems like the Gallows 
appeared overnight, the story behind the band 
is a little different. "Laurent and myself had 
wanted to start a band together for a long 
time. We had both seen each other's previous 
bands, and [we]knew that in our bands we 
both played the hardest. So [we thought] if we 
were in a band together with other musicians 



that played as hard as us, we would be onto 
something good. It took us almost three years 
to eventually start the band and the rest is histo- 
ry." With one album released on a UK and 
American indie label (Orchestra of Wolves), the 
Gallows toured relentlessly. And in some cases 
were found so punk rock, they were uninvited to 
perform. After hearing their album, Disney can- 
celled the Gallows show that was scheduled at 
the House of Blues in California back in 2008. 
After a few jokes were made, the band contin- 
ued performing across the country and the UK 
and kept their punk rocking for those who 
deserved to get a listen. Later, there was uncer- 
tainty around the likelihood of another release. 
But Warner Brothers seemed to make a differ- 
ence and the Gallows put out Grey Britain in May 
of 2009. Now they are currently on the Warped 
Tour and planning a tour of the UK in the win- 
ter. 

To get an idea of what you'll hear coming 
from the Gallows albums, Carter describes the 
music as similar to "a kick in the teeth." If you 
haven't been kicked in the teeth, maybe it's time 
you find out what it's like. On a serious note 
though, these guys are passionate about what 
they do. As can be seen in Carter's advice to

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other musicians, "be original. Play from your 
heart. Don't play music because you think other 
people want to hear it. Play music for yourself. 
Have passion and patience and the rest will 
come." And by the rest, Carter is referring to 
the amazing ability that is calling yourself a full 
time musician. The best part about that is "being 
able to travel and meet new people every single 
day. The people you meet are all likeminded indi- 
viduals who all wanted to do something different 
with their life, so normally they are all pretty 
interesting people with their own story to tell. I 
also get to visit places that I probably would 
never have had the opportunity to see," says 
Carter. 

As a tattoo artist Carter has the unique 
outlook on body art and music. "[They are often 
seen hand in hand] because both cultures are 
very similar and provide the same satisfaction for 
each person as the other." As an art form, 
Carter finds tattooing as, "more of a folk art to 
me than anything else. It's basically just drawing 
and then the rest is more technically mechanical 
than anything else. That's why I love tattooing. If 
you can draw well, then chances are you are an 
artist; there's a lot more than just drawing to be 
a tattooer." He also refers to tattoos as his 
favorite art form, "as there is very 




little pretence and hardly 
any over thinking, it can 
be fast, slow, spontaneous 
or well planned." 

Carter has very sen- 
timental reasons for his 
choice in tattoos, 
"because I wanted to 
look like I had just left 
prison... isn't that why 

everyone gets tattoos?" Aside from his jovial answers, 
he also warns against getting a bad tattoo. "Be ready 
for your bank balance to be hurting just as much as 
your body. Good tattoos ain't cheap and cheap tat- 
toos ain't good." He also tells PRICK that you can find 
his favorite tattoo artists at Smith Street Tattoo 
Parlour in Brooklyn, NY. In fact his sign off message 
was, "Get tattooed as Smith Street." 

While there's been mixed reporting on the 
future of this punk collective, Carter tells us, "Gallows 
has been a band for four years now, and we are all very 
excited about our future in the band." So it seems as 
though we will get plenty more time to enjoy their 
music, although we all may need to get fitted for 
dentures. ~k

MO MALONE 

ARTIST Or THE MONTH

Mo Malone has got a lot figured out. Her 
tattoos are strong and well thought 
out, and she comes off naturally confi- 
dent and at the same time excessively 
approachable. Everything about Malone 
reflects this balance. When she works she has 
the natural feel of a driven tattooer and when 
she's not, she has a carefree and positive 
approach to all other things that she pursues. 
I admit that I am biased; we are both from the 
same hometown and I have known her for a 
long time, but if you get to know her or be tat- 
tooed by her.. .you'll agree. 

So, tell us how you started tattooing. 

I was going to college at VCU [Virginia 
Commonwealth University]. During my fresh- 
man year I didn't know a lot of people so I 
started going to Rock 'n' Roll Tattoo to get tat- 
tooed all the time. 

In Richmond, Va. 

Yeah, I just started spending all my time there. 
All of their friends were getting tattooed with 



my designs. The shop expanded, changed 
locations, and turned into a shop called 
Enigma.They asked me if I wanted an appren- 
ticeship, and I didn't really take it too serious- 
ly at first because I thought, "I'm going to 
school for art and that trumps anything, 
that'll be priority, we'll see how this tattoo 
thing works out." I knew it wasn't going to be 
easy. 

About what year was this? 

It was '96 or '97. 1 started an apprenticeship 
with them and I was there, I think, about a 
year. 

Who apprenticed you? 

Scott Parsons. 

How was your apprenticeship? 

Horrible. 

Typical story, isn't it? 

(Laughs) Yeah. Scott was a great guy, he was a 
good tattooer for the time, but he had a 
bunch of family problems and personal issues 
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going on that he was dealing with, so he wasn't in the shop that much. 
Every time I had questions, he wasn't there. So that was a big issue. And 
the owner and I did not get along. 

Well, Richmond was a dramatic place around the time 
when you were starting. 

Yeah. 

It was not super easy going, relative to other cities. 

Yeah, but it went as long as it did, and it got my foot in the door, and defi- 
nitely got me interested in the industry.And after I left there, I focused on 
finishing my degree. I got my BFA in sculpture and furniture design and 
once I graduated I started trying to get a job at another shop. I was talk- 
ing to Robbie at Red Dragon. I worked for one day, God, I can't even think 
of the name of the shop. What was it, St. Peter's? It was just south of 
Richmond. 

Okay, Petersburg, you mean? Where the military base was? 

Yeah, it was this hole-in-the-wall shop and the owner had an entire sleeve 
of swastikas. 

Oh, wow. That's high-class. 

And I didn't know about this guy, so I was like, this is not going to work. 

I worked at a shop in Petersburg right outside of the gates 
the military base, so I understand. 

Well, the worst part of it was that this jerk was dogging black people left 
and right and that was the majority of his clientele, and it was like, how can 
you shit where you're eating? 

Of course, the dude where I had it he would tell all the 
employees to shrink stuff to 70% of what they were on the 
wall, because he knew people wouldn't know, and then he'd 



charge them the 
same - it was part 
of the general 
hustle. 

Oh God, shiesty! 

And if you didn't 
do this he'd get 
upset with you. 
At the same time 
you could do 
whatever you 
wanted when he 
wasn't paying 
attention. 
Because doing big- 
ger was easier. But 
also when you're 
first starting you 
don't have a leg to stand on. It just keeps the foot in 
the door and helps you progress in an odd way. 
So I had this one day of working at this crap shop and I was like, 'All 
right, clearly tattooing is not for me. I have fucking bills to pay. 1 So I 
started sending my resume out. My dad actually found me a teaching 
position online. I ended up being a teacher for a year. I taught 4th - 
7th grade art in Sussex County. It was amazing. It was an awesome 
experience. 

My friend in D.C. called me that spring and said that Rick's 
Tattoos was hiring. And I was like, 'I don't know, Melissa, maybe tat- 
tooing is not for me.AII these shop owners are just assholes.' I gave 
it a day and thought about it.And I was like, 'If I'm going to do this, I 
got to do this.' So I called him up and we had a little mini interview 
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over the phone and I explained to him that I needed to set a date to drive the hundred 
miles up there. 

So we had our interview and everything went great and he told me to come on up. 
I told him that I needed more reassurance than that because I didn't want to relocate 
back to northern Virginia and get screwed again. I would have been fucking pissed! I told 
him that I needed some kind of summer guarantee of work. I was like, 'you know as long 
as I'm doing a good job, then we'll reevaluate. I'm not trying to offend you.' He started 
to write something on a piece of paper and said, 'Well, I don't know what to write, you 
write something and I'll sign it.' I still have that piece of paper somewhere. But really, that 
was basically the turning point of my tattooing career. 

That's a cool place to have a turn around; it's got a neat history and all 
that kind of stuff. 

Absolutely.That shop's been around forever and has produced a lot of good tattooers as 
well. 

A lot of people have done time there. So what happened after that? 

I worked at Rick's for a year and a half. The cost of living was really high and we had two 
other shops on the same block that created high competition issues, which was a pain in 
the butt. I had just gotten out of a relationship when I got a call from a friend who told 



me that Iron Age was hiring and that I should send my portfolio out. I had 
always liked St. Louis, and the only way I would live there is if I worked 
at Iron Age. I sent my portfolio and made a little trip and everyone there 
was really cool and kind of brought me in. They showed me how it runs 
and the rest is history. I came back to D.C. and told Rick I was relocat- 
ing. It was nothing personal, I still love Rick to death, I think I just need- 
ed to be in a new place. 

That's fairly understandable. It's healthy for artistic 
growth. So how long have you been at Brad's? 

I have been at Iron Age for almost seven years. 




so much so fast. 

One of the best parts about Iron Age is that everyone is into doing 
different styles. A common thing that tends to happen in most shops is that 
everyone starts to do the same type of shit. It can all be phenomenal, shit 
work. But at Iron Age you've got your portrait guys, you've got your tradi- 
tional guys, you've got guys doing custom work and little bangers, so you're 
picking the brains of a lot of different types of people and it does nothing 
but help you in whatever direction you're trying to go with your artwork 
without mimicking somebody else's style. Brad is pretty animated, he's def- 
initely fun to work for, and I consider him a close friend. He's definitely 
taught me a lot. We've partied some and had some fun working together. 



How has it been working in that environment and espe- 
cially working with Mr. Fink, in the form of your tattoo 
experience? 

It has completely transformed everything. Working in such a busy shop 
allows your artwork to escalate to a whole other fucking level. I learned 



I'm sure anyone that needs to know, knows already. 

Anyone who knows him knows how the Fink is. 

What are your future plans, what do you have going on now? 

Brad and Mark, the owners of the shop, have recently expanded; we have an 
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apartment above the 
shop that will be 
turned into a custom 
only shop. Myself, 
Trevor Collis, Josh 
Chapman and Brad 
will be working 
up there, exclusively. 
We're just trying to 
get the new space 
ready to go to town. 

What about any 
art projects? Do 

you have any painting projects? Flash, anything going on? 

No, not really. 

That's kind of ironic since you're an art school kid. 

But I worked in a lot of 3D mediums. I was in a wood shop and welding and casting. 
I think that was the worst part about leaving school, that I don't have a studio to 
work out of anymore. At my first apartment in St. Louis I was like, 'I'm going to buy 
all these tools!' I bought a table saw and a miter saw and said, 'Now where the fuck 
am I going to use this?' 

An apartment is not ideal for woodworking. 

I have no space! The next obstacle was buying a house with a detached garage so I 
could have my workspace. I just honestly haven't set it up as much as I'd like to. I 
enjoy painting, but I did more installation work, too. I think dealing with a gallery 
space is more exciting for me, working with random materials, fabric, cloth, string, 
lights, smells; all kinds of random stuff outside the box. I think tattooing consumes all 
of the creative juice that I have. So in my down time I don't really do anything that 
has to do with art. 
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Yeah, apparently, since we're sitting in a skate park! 

Definitely. Riding my bike has taken most of my free time. And it's been so 
healthy. 

Absolutely, you've got to have outlets, to go live life and 
make art. 

I think that you get to that point where you're so burnt out you don't want 
to draw anything, and I don't want it to get to that point. A couple of times 
I've just been to the point where I hate drawing, I'm like, 'Something's got to 
give.' 

It's better to be proactive with regard to stress levels, 
because it's a shame to see artists that are really talented 
get to a point where they don't enjoy something that they 
used to see as an escape from normal life. With a little taste 





of success everybody gets all 
burnt out and bitter, and it's a 
shame. You've got to stay ahead 
of it a bit, because if you keep 
your stress level down, being a 
tattoo artist is a great job. 
Yeah. 

Are you doing any conventions, 
what are your travel plans? 

In August, I believe it's August, I'm doing 
the Rochester convention. I think I'm 
going to drive up for that. There are just 
way too many BMX spots and riders that 
I need to see along the way. 

Plus it will be a fun convention. 
Unfortunately, I can't go. It's the 
same time as another trip. 

That sucks.

I was going to fly out and bring my BMX 
bike, but I'm too paranoid that my bike's 
going to get lost. So I said, 'Fuck it! I'm just 
going to turn this into a big road trip, I'm 
just going to drive up and work the conven- 
tion and ride.' Not many other travel plans, 
maybe come back to Colorado in the fall. 

You better, it's good to have you 
out. 

I will, definitely. 

Well good luck, enjoy driving a lot. 

Hopefully my car doesn't die as it has 
220,000 miles on it. ★
